Viewing tho arsembly of a ‘powerful and 
highly-trained Fleot in the Baltic and ’.the 
avowed intention of the ralera.of @ foreign 
nation to possess, in the course of a few yoare, a 
fleet equal to that of any Earrpoan pation, the 
polioy of concentrating a suffloient defensive 
foroe on the home atalion haa thet with general 
approval.
